fiah ; the only Point in D' t. : \veen 
them isy Whether the Kingdom l^. i fore- 
told, was to be a Temporal, or a Spiri- 
tual one. 

And it muft be confeffed, that the 
Prophets often defcribe the Mejfmhy un- 
der the Charafter of a Kukr^ a Trince^ 
and a King : Tiavid and Ifaiah do thi< 
more remarkably than the reft ^ and it 
is not to be wondred at, that they dealt 
much in fuch high-founding Titles, lincc 
the one was himfelf a King^ and the 
other of the 'R.oyal Houfe of Judah. 

But ftill the Prophets don't forget 
to let us fee by evident Marks what fori 
of King the Mejjiah was to be, and what 
the Nature of that Deliverance or Sal- 
vatlon, which he was to bring about. . 
(/i. XX. 9- In his Reign, the Earth was to It 
/u// rf the Knowledge of the Lord \ ^\

Nations were to fpeak . a. pure Latr^^^^- 
guage^ that they might all call upon the 
Name of the Lordy to. fexQe . him with one 
Confent : Religion therefore was to be 
one great End of the Mejjfiah's Domi- 
nion ,• a Religion to be fpread univer- 
fally over the World, which the Jewijh 
Religion, in the Nature of it, could not 
be : A New Co'Denant was to he mddejir.x 
with the IJoufe of Ifrael^ and for that pur- ^^ 
pofe a Law was to go forth put (fifa.\:\ 
Sion^ and the Word of the Lord from Je- 
rufalem. Nor was this Law, like . that 
which was given in the Wildernefs, a 
Ceremonial one, but it was to be put in 
their inward Tarts^ and written tnjer. x 
their Hearts: the Confeque nee of which ^^\ 
was to be, that the former or Jewifh Re- 
ligion was no- Icftiger to take Place j for 
out of the Gentiles Men were to be tctrjf^^ j, 
kenforTrieJis andforLemtes^ contrary to*'- 
the Mojaick Inftitution : and, what was 
flill more inconfiftent with the eftabliftied 
Worfliip of the Jews or their Profely tes, 
under this New Law, in every TlacjeMaia$i 
Incenfe was to be offered up unto the Lord^ "• 
and a pure Offering : the general EflfciSt 
of ail which was to be^ tVv\\. xhm l!iaV^«^^^ 
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quity was to be forgiven^ and their Sins 
remembred no more. 

What then can all thefe Particulars 
point out but the Gofpel ? it is this alone, 
which anfwers the Defcription ; and to 
fuppofe that no more is meant by thefe 
full and comprehenfive Exprelfions, than 
the folemnizing a Paflbver under Heze* 
cbias^ or the Reftoration of the yews 
from Captivity, or the coming of many 
Profelytes into their Religion, is to play 
with the Senfe of Words, and to giv^ 
them a forced, as well as a fsdfe Inter-^ 
pretation. 

These Prophecies were underftood of 
the Gofpel and its Eflfeds, by the Writers 
of the New Teftament, to whom the 
fame Spirit of G o d explained them, that 
at firft dilated them : this of the Text 
particularly is thus applied by the Apo- 
ftle St. Taul in jUs xiii. 47. who, when 
the Jews at Jntioeh rejedted his Doftrine, 
faid, Lo ! we turn to the Gentiles ^ forfx 
bath the Lord commanded «j, faying^ j 
ha^e fet thee to be a Light of the Gen- 
tile 5^ that thou jtoouldefi he for Sahatiot 
unto the 'Bndof the Earths •

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- But ftill At muft be confelfed, that 
from the Expreffioris alone, us'd in fuch 
pompous Tongues as the Eaftern are, it 
cannot be concluded for a ' Ciertain, that 
they muft be underftood . in the wideft 
Senfe of them : The Prophetick Stile 
is too well known;, to make it neceffary 
to take all that is faid without abate* 
ment made for the Flight of his Meta- 
phors and Boldnefs of its Figures: We 
ftiall fee fome Proofs of this under the 
Second Head of my Difcourfe : at prc- 
lent it may be obferv'd, that by the help 
of fome other Confiderations the Point 
may be clear d up, and the Meaning of 
thefe Prophecies may be (hewn to be a 
Strid and Literal one 5 for that Demon- 
fhration, which the Words themfelves don't 

afford us, may be had from the Circum- 
ftiances of the Deliverer, and from the 

Nature ;of the Gofpel or Salvation. 

Cbrijiy by taking the Human Nature 
upon him, became equally related to All 
Mankind, ali 'Nations being ^nade of one ^'^ 
&oody as the Apdftle, exprefibs it: tho' 
born a Jew^ yet in the Fleih he was al- 
lied to the whole Human Race; and 
therefore the Prefumption is ^t^Xt^ ^wv^^ 
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that All, who had a fharc in his Nature, 
were to have a fliare in his MefTage too. 

I However, the fame thing may be 

more certainly concluded from the Na- 
ture of the Gofpel or Salvation which he 
brought, from its being of equal Ufe and 
Concernment for All Nations and Perfoni 
as for Any: Say, why it was fent into 
the Wcrldj unlefs becaufc it was wantcdj 
and then aflxgn a Reafon (if you can,] 
why the Bletfing fliould be confin'd tfl 
feme part of the World only: This Na- 
tion may probably be Wickeder thafl 
Thati hwx. Remiffion of Sins (which the 
Gofpel proclaims) is what every Nation, 
the leaft corrupted in Belief or PrailicCj 
itands in need of : and furcly no Diftifl. 
tSion could ever be defign'd by G on; 
where Nature's Cry for Help was one atri 
the fame: this would but ill fuit witt 
I the Charafter which the Scriptures give

IL The fecond Head, which was ,ta 
fhew, that this Defign of Providence was 
not effciSled in the Days of the Apoftles, or 
in any of the Ages which have fucceeded 
them. 

And for this there is a very obvious 
Reafon : fome well-inhabited Parts of the. 
World were then Unknown, particularly 
the vaft Tradof jj^fw^fVtfyUot difcover'd till 
about 200 Years ago: and if the found of 
the Gofpel had not gone forth into any. 
Part of this New World, before the 
Way was fo lately open'd to it from Eu* 
rop^y we know what Progrefs it has made 
there fince, and how many Nations, of 
that fpacious Continent have never yet 
had Christ preached unto them. 

The Truth is, that as the Preaching 
of the Gofpel is to be Univerfal, fo ; js 
the Time top for doing it; as no Limits are 
fet in the firft Cafe, fo no Period is at 
lign d in the : latter. Nor can the Di- 
vine Gopdnejfs.be caUed in Qiiefiion up-» 
on this accounts for the Scriptures alw^y^ 
fpcjlk of the Gofpel as the, i^^^-G/^ q^ 

Gods Md whftt Natipn^ or, -ReAoxv c«k 
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juflly complain, uniefs debar'd of fome 
Right? And what Right has any one to 
a Bree-Gift ? Thofe, who think it harii 
to account, why Some Nations ihould be 
brought fo much later into the Gofpel 
than others were, would do well to re- 
member, how much later All Nation 
came into the Knowledge of the True 
God than the yews did: if God's Beha- 
viour may be ccnfur'd as Partial in th( 
one Cafe, it muft be fo in the other: 
But there is nothing in this whole Pro- 
cedure, which cannot be fufficiently and 
clearly juftified: It is enough, that fboner 
or later all Nations are to fee the Sal- 
vation cf Godi but tbe Times and the 
Seafons of it God hath put in his om 
Tower, as beft knowing when a Kingdom 
is prepared for the Reception of his Fa- 
vours ; and when the Human means, 
which he choofes to make ufe of, may be 
beft made Subfervient and Inftrumental 
to his Purpofe. 

It muft be acknowledged however, 
that the Ancient Chriflian Writers gene- 
rally believed, that the Apofttes, before 
their Separation, divided the feveral Parts 
of the World between them^ and that

have ferioufly maintained, that every Part 

of the whole: Earth (even Jmerica it felf, 

tho' then Unknown to the reft of Man- 

kintl) had the Knowledge of Christ 

communicated to it by the Labour of 

fome one or other of the Apofiles. 

And for this Opinion fome PafTages 

of the New Teftament . are produced, 

Tvhich fpeak indeed at large, and feem at 

firft fight to give it Countenance : fuch is 

Chrift^s Command to his Difciples, when 

he was afcending, that they fliould go ^^ 

and teach all Nations ; that they fliould MMrk r 

go into all the Worlds and preach the '^' 

Gofpel to every Creature. 

i?o which they add, that he fix'd the 

Time for the accompliflimerit of it, when 
he faid. This Gofpel of the Kingdom Msm 
Jhall be preached in all the Worlds for a ***^- ' 
Witnefs unto all Nations^ and then fhall 
the time come^ i* e. then, not till then, 
ihall be the End of the Jewiili State. 

And they put us in mind, that ac- 
cordingly the Apoftles are faid to have 
gone forth and preached every ^ w&<rc\^^v^ 
and that when St. Taul wr^U to tloe Co- "^^ 
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ifi*^- laffians^ the Go/pel was .gone out jM 
^ . all the Worlds nay, that it was • preached 
^3- unto every Creature under Heaven. 

. £uT notwithftanding the feeming 
Comprehenfivencfs of thefe feverai Ex- 
prcflions, it may be fliewn, Firft, that the 
Notion of the GofpeFs having been Theo 
preached to all Nations without Excep- 
tion, is not fupported by the New. Te- 
itament, but is rather refuted by it \ 
and S^ondly, that the Natiire of the 
thing and its Circumflances make very 
(farongly againft this Notion, and prove 
it to be in the higheft degree improba- 
ble. 

I. The abovemention'd Paifages of 
Holy Scripture, if taken in the ftrideft 
Senfe, fpeak more than even the Sup- 
porters of this Opinion would have us 
underftand by them^ for then we muft 
believe that the Apoftles preached not only . 
to every Nation, but to every (ingle Pieribn 
in every Nation under Heaven: Some 
allowance therefore muft be made j and 
if we compare thefe Expreflions with 
others of the like Nature in the New 
Teftament, we fliall find our felves vi- 
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Aify'd in giving a more re/Skr^iqed Senfe 
to them* , . 

When our Saviour firft fent out hi$ 
Apoftles, in his Life- time, he command- 
ed them mt, t({ go into the way of tbe^^^^ 
Gfinfiles or . Nations^ hut rather to the 

^Jhc^ (f'fJ^ fffi^f^ (fIfrMil. : Whereas, 
wlpen he was about to afcend up into Hea-i 
ven, the CpmrniiTion, which he gave 
Xhssmi was more J^xtenfive and Genei^ali 
that they ihould go and preach not on(y 
to the Jews^ but to the Gentiles or Na^ 
tions alfo : in this View he feems to have 
faid to them> jGo and teach all Nations^ 
go into all the Worlds and preach the Gof 

It. 

p4l. to c'very Qreaiwre. And in this fenfe 
ti99.,M is jnoft probable, that St. Paul 
faid the Gflfpel was gone out into all the 
Jf/brldy and was preached unto every Crea- 
ture under Heaven ; the Exprelfions imply- 
ingf^no AbfcDtJute Univerlality, but only an 
Oppofition to fuch a Limitednefs or Par- 
tii^Hity as ^ore confined the preaching 
of the Gofpel^to the Jewifli People;. In 
this 'View of the matter, we can eafily 
fee how; the IBMd' of the Jewifh State 
did not comey till the Gofpel had been 
/^rfacJted in M^ au^ to all 'Sla- 
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tienSy as our Saviour foretold: for it was 
publilli'd at firft in Judea^ from whence 
it fpread to Samaria^ and other Parts 
where the fews dwelt; the ApolUes ha- 
ving for many Years confin'd their Preach- 
ing to Them and their Profeiytes : till at 
laft about fourteen Years after the Death 
oiChriJi^ St.Taul^ by the Diredtion of the 
Holy Ghoft, began to apply himfelf to the 
Gentiles, and to call them into the Faitbi 
as Heirs of Salvation in common with 
the yews. 

If this Senfc be not approvM, yet it is 
well known that in the Language of Sacred 
and of prophane Authors, {a) every great 
Empire is called the whole World, the 
i rjfi MAotu'rii : particularly the (i) Roman 
Empire was honour'd with this Name, 
the

dea is intended,- as when Agahus fig-AB.xx, 
pified by tbe Spirit^ that there Jhould he 
^reat T>eartb thro all the worlds which 
came to pafs in the days of Claudius 
Cafar^ it is not Unlikely tbatithis Famine 
happened only or chiefly in Judea^ for 
in the next verfe no mention is made of 
any Relief fent but to the Brethren. in 
Judeay and {b) Jofephus fpeaks of a great

>yithout taking any Notice of its being 
felt elfc-where: this however is remarka- 
ble, that the Difciples at Antiocby who 
Ver. 29. are faid to have deter mind every Mm 
according to bis Ability to. fend ReUef 
unto the ^etbren in Judea^ feena not to 
have look'd upon their Country as any 
Part of all that Worlds which was to la- 
bour under the Calamity. 

And however General St. Tauts Ex- 
prefllan may appear, when he lays that 
ib^ Qoffel was preached unto every Crea^ 
ture under Heaveny yet there is no need 
to underiland it as unlimited by any Ex- 
ception; for in Jfi. ii. 5. it is faid in as 
Gomprehenfive terms that there were 
dwelling (or voLther fojourning) at Jerufalm 
devout Men^ out ijf every Nation undet 
Heaven : and yet that there were no Jmt* 
ricans there, we may be Sure for very 
obvious Reafons. 

It is well known from Scripture^ t\fiX 
the Gofpel by the Minifiry of the Apoitiei, 
Ipread it felf very widely j an4 thei^ is 
no doubt, but that in moft Parts of th« 
'Koman Empire, perhaps in forae Coufrj 

tries beyond the Extent ot Vt^t\v^\>ciQa\ 
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of l^ifi was carried by Them or their 
Contemporaries : But that there was no 
Creature^ or even Nation under Heaven 
Cilridly fpeaking,) where it was Unheard 
of, when St. TatJ wrote to the Colo[fians^ 
feems refuted by the two following Obfer- 
vations. The one, that after this Epiftle 
to the ColoffMns was written, St. Taul 
recovered his Liberty, and fpent four 
Years in the farther work of his Miniftry : 
and can we fuppofe that he made no New 
Converts, made bis firft Vifit to no Nation 
during all that time? It is fcarcely pro* 
babie j and the Ancients generally believ- 
ed, on the contrary, that he Then firft pro- 
^ pagated the Chriftian Faith in the Ifland 
f of Oretey if not in Spain and other We- 
> ftern Parts of lEnrope. The other Obfer- 
\ vation is drawn from what St* John fays 
? in KeveL xiv. 6. 1 faw another Angel jiy 
\ in the midfi (f Hea^en^ having, the ever- 
lafiing Gofpely to preach unto them that 
\d^ODell en the Earthy to every Nation and 
\Kindred^ and Tongue and Teople. If the 
lAngef was Then to preach it to them^ it 
|feenis that it was not done, when he 
hurrote his Kevelations^ and thetei^ox^ ^\v^w 
^l the ApoAles (except HimicVi^ ^^^'^^ 
' B 2 ' ^^^^^ 
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dead^ and mod probably after the Mnddl 
the Jcwifli State was come. 

2. It may be confider'd further, that 
the Nature of the thing and its Circum- 
ftances make ftrongly againft this Noti- 
on: It is highly Improbable, tjiat even 
Infpired and Gifted Men, as the Apoftles 
were, could do fo much Work Well in fo 
ihort a time : But (what is more) if all 
Parts of the World without Reftridion, 
even this newly difcovered Country of 
Jmericay had the Light of the Gofpel 
Then conveyed to them, fo many Difficul- 
ties will follow this Affertion, as would 
make a wife Man very backward in 
maintaining it 5 For how could the Apoftles 
get thither ? By Sea or by I^and ? Either 
way there was Then no known Intercourfe 

between the Old and the New World:— 
But what is not poffible to Men, who 
carry Miracles in their Hands? It is true, 
that many Ways may be fuppos'd, which 
a Divine Power could make Pradicable 
and Eafy : but (to omit all other Qiiefti- 
ons) it may be asked. Why, when the I 
Apoftles had by a fupernatural Afliftancel 
found out this Unknown World, and had! 
once preached the CViu&asltv 1? sCvxXa ^mw^i 
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thofe Infidels, they did .not upon their 
Return difcover this th,eir Difcovery ? 
Why did they make a Secret of .their 
Journey, and thereby for Ages together, 
and (as far as perhaps they knew} for 
ever cut off from them all farther, Alfi- 
ftance of the Churcbes ^ which . they 
founde4 in the Old World ? If they 
had been careful to make a Report of 
what th^y had feen, and had j)oin,ted 
out the fituation of the Country^ other 
Chriftiaps might have followed them 
to carry on their happy beginnings, 
and a Union of Faith might have been 
maintained by means of this feaibn- 
able Correfpondence : But I fliall pur- 
fue this Refleftioii no farther, it fpeaks 
fumciently of it felf ; and therefore both 
from. Scripture and the Nature of the 
thing it may be concluded, that tho* 
much was done by the Apoftles, yet much 
was left by them Undone, apd ftill re- 
mains fo, towarcfs Accomplifliing the Pro- 
phecies of the Old Teftament, and carry- 
ing the Knowledge pf the Gofpel through- 
out all the World. 

B 3 ^Vo ^ 
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Tha , after all, let it be thought never 
fo Certain, that the Name oiChriJi has 
been adualLy preached to every Kingdom 
and to e^'ery Creature^ntkier Heaven i yet 
it will reniain a Truth, that the D^gn of 
Providence has not been hitherto e^eded ; 
becaufe the Prophecies foretell that the 
Goipel h not only to be preached, but to 
be received and believed every where ^ 
the Earth is to be full of the KwnaUdge 
(f the Lordy and Incenfe with a pure Of- 
fering is to Offered up to him in every 
Tlace.

When th« Efefighi of 
Heaven ^H rfeveard, and the Matteir of 
them is fuch As Human means can cbtitvT 
arid alfift m, how can oar Obedience be 
ftiewn, unlefs we are williiifg afid ready to 
forward the Work? 

B I SID H S3 to fpread the Knowledge of 
the Gofyti, is to prortiot* the Gloiy * 
and Honour cif God; drid furely our 
L6ve of his Service is a viry Cool one, 
if, titrhen we know that the bringing Ido- 
laters into the True Wcrfhip of himf, is 
the great6ft Honour that we can do hint, 
we are backward in that Point, and will 
contribute nothing towards the enlarge- 
ment of his fpiritual Empire, 
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■ .0*R if we confider the Benefits^ which 
a Nation converted to the true Know- 
ledge receives, what a Warmth of Zeal 
fhould we have to do fuch a Good as This 
to our Fellow Creatures ? Chriftianity is 
not meerly a new Mode and Faihion of 
Divine Worfhip taken up in the Room 
^f others now antiquated and worn out by 
length of Time: It is not only a better 
Syftem of Morals, fetting the diftindioQ 
of Virtue and Vice upon more folid 
Foundations, and giving more certain 
Hopes and Fears of what is to come : All 
this Natural Religion (not corrupted and 
perverted) might have done^ but all this 
is far fliort of what Chriftianity propofes 
to its Followers: It is a New Law or 
Covenant pointing out a method to Sin- 
ners, whereby their Repentance may be- 
come effectual for Pardon with God: The 
Burthen of the Gofpel is Sakaticn to all 
men fipon their Repentance^ provided it be 
jojnd with Faith in Jefus Cbrijl\ hence 
flow the Promifes of Eternal Life, which 
are now held out to Mankind upon This 
and no other Condition: And can we 
have the Feelings of a Man, and not la- 
boipr that every opo: viho \\as t\\e t^me 
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Nature with pur fblves fliould be parta^ 
kers of the &me Immortal Happinefs? 
In a word, can we think our felves good 
Chriftians, unlefs we are ready to aflGifl 
towards the Accomplifliment of that De- 
fign, which to our Fellow Creatures is 
the Salvation of their Souls, and to our 
G o p the Increafe of his Glory ? 

But all this is faid only upon fup- 
poiition, that a Door is open'd, and a 
High- Way made ftraight for our Propaga- 
ting the Chriftian Faith; and this natural- 
ly leads our Thoughts to the Bufinefs of 
the Honourable Society here affembled 
this Day. 

I T is well known to be a Body of men 
incorporated by Royal Charter, not only 
to fupply our Colonies and Settlements 
on thQ American Continent with Able and 
Orthodox Pallors i but to propagate and 
ipread the Knowledge of the Gofpel, 
where it never has been heard of; 
among the Negroes in pofTefllon of our 
own Countrymen, and among tho; Indians 
who live in their Neighbourhood. 

How Faithfully and Prudently the

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Gate is to look after evety BrahcTi cf 
the Miflfioti, ttay be knot*rn from the Ae- 
tduttts yearly pnbiifii'd by their Orde*: 
tfrhere yot» may fee, that the Good W6rk 
goes on, tho* not f6 faft ds the warineft 
Chriftian's Zeal would mslke him wifii, ' 
yet \trith fuch Succefs as would mdk6 th^ 
Coolefl: Chrlftiati not faibt and bt weOij 
rf bis WfU-doii^. 

Jt is obfenrable, thtit this fo lately dlf- 
cbvef'd World lies In the very Route and 
Roadjt^hidhChriflianify feems tef have SlI 
ftlong taken : in the Eaft, We know, it firfi 
appear'd ,• and, as it fprcad it felf, it (ha- 
ped its Courfe with that of the Sun, tBe 
£mblem of its Light andtjlory: to the 
Weftward it travell'd, airid iri lefngth of 
time took poffeifion of thoie 'Eivrepeein 
Countries, which are no^ called Cbrlftetk* 
dm i and ever fince this more Weft^W 
Tra^ of Jmerica 1n»s been known, it hfU 
continued by dQpQts to gain groundj aitd 
enlarge its limits on that ^cious Contio- 
Aent i "dehich feeim^ tt be no obfeure Indi- 
cation that the Defigns of Providence and 
of this Society go on together, and that 
it\ the Decrees of Heiven this t«,vi Wai^ 
n^as not open'd for the fti^te oS t\v'a.t*t^Tctf. 
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btiral Profit which the European Nations M 
fS^e made of it, but for the Spiritual Ad- f 
I vantage which its Inhabitants way make 
of it. 

But it may be asked, How we know 
that This is the Time for theConverfion of 
■' the JmerJcans ? The Precile Time indeed 
hl^e know not; but then we can't tell, but 
^^at this may be the Time appointed of 
fffeod: all the Circumftances icem to fa- 
■ ' TOUT it J and whatever the Event may be, 
I yet we are fure of this, that we are la- 
r boaring to bring about the Defigns of 
I Heaven; we know that this TVffif will 
i come, and, for ought we know, this day 
f (fthe Lord may be now at hand.— — But 
why ftiould we fet upfor the Inffruraents 
of it, when we have received no Com- 
mand i why fhould we run before we are 
fent? Becaufe no Chriftian can doubt of 
this, that tho' his Work may be without 
fuccefs among thofe Infidels, toHimfelf it 
cannot fail of a Reward. We are not 
now a days to fit ftitl, till a Revelation

But where are the Miracles of c 
Miflionaries, their Credentials, the Proc 
of their Veracity ? It is true indeed, ti 
fuch as go out from, among us for tl 
Work, are not Gifted, as the Apoft] 
and firft Chriftians were : but then neith 
does God nor Man expe(5l fuch a Glarii 
and furprizing Succefs from them : If thi 
have no Miracles to accompany them, y 
they may with John the Saptift (wl 
was likewife without that Power) prepa 
the ze?^ for the Reception of the Gofpc 
And Miracles perhaps are not fo mU( 
wanted now, as they once were in tl 
Infancy of the Gofpel ; for we have mai 
ftrong Arguments to offer, much Eviden 
to produce in favour of Chriftiahit 
which the firft Age had not, and could n 
have. But is it Certain, that there a 
no Miracles wrought, where none a: 
wrought to the Senfes? tho* God mi 
not work Miracles by the Hands of tho 
who Teach, He may upon the Hearts 
thofe who Hear: the Couvidlow of the 
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may be the Effeft of a Divine Pbweir, tho* 
not any Outward Evidence of k: and ih 
this Silent and lefs Pompdus way of open* 
ing the Under ftanding, and inclining the 
Will to know and pradife the Doifh^ine^ 
God may perhaps ftill work Miracles^ 
itnd effedually enable thofe to be Powers 
^1 Pfeachersj • who as to any viiible Gifts 
of the Holy Spirit come Empty-handed. ' 
I F it be ftili farther objedbd^ That we 
have Infidels enough among us Here^ to 
employ all our Pains about for their Cont 
verfion ,• and that, like Able Generals, we 
ftiould firft make fure of all at Home, be^ 
fore we attempt to carry bur :Conquefts 
into Foreign Countries: we muft anfwer^ 
that there is too much Truth in what i^ 
aflferted, but no good Confequence in 
what is drawn' from it,- becaufe the One 
Work may well go on confiftently with 
the Others All that we pretend to do A- 
broad, is what we always have done at 
Home,- lay the Evidence for our Faith be- 
fore Unbelievers in the ffarongeft and ful- 
left Light we can,- if they will not be con- 
vinced by our Reafonings, we have no .
